Van  Into  Car 

IF  the  owner  of  a  van  converts  it  into  a  private  car  by 
putting  windows  in  the  sides,  and  uses  the  vehicle  there¬ 
after  for  private  purposes,  does  he  become  liable  to  pay 
purchase  tax?  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  has  put  this  question  to 
H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  following  doubts  expressed  at  the 
annual  conference  of  the  Association  of  Vehicle  Builders  (see 
news  item  elsewhere  in  this  issue).  Here  is  the  official  reply: — 

“Any  person  who,  in  the  course  of,  or  for  the  purposes  of, 
his  business,  produces  a  road  vehicle  of  a  kind  chargeable  with 
purchase  tax.  whether  by  conversion  of  an  existing  vehicle 
or  by  construction  from  new  or  secondhand  parts,  is  liable 
to  registration  for  purchase  tax  and  payment  of  tax.  The 
word  ‘business’  in  this  context  means  any  business,  not  neces¬ 
sarily  the  owner’s  main  occupation  and  not  necessarily  a 
business  in  any  way  connected  with  road  vehicles. 

“For  example,  liability  is  incurred  by  (a)  a  joiner  or  an 
engineering  student  or  apprentice  who,  partly  as  a  remunera¬ 
tive  hobby  and  partly  from  motives  of  friendship,  assists  his 
neighbours  to  convert  their  commercial  vehicles  into  vehicles 
chargeable  with  tax  at  the  rate  of  50  per  cent,  overall;  and 
also  by  (b)  a  commercial  traveller  or  a  greengrocer  who,  having 
a  bent  for  carpentry,  etc.,  inserts  side  windows  in  his  van 
and  fits  seats  in  it  with  the  intention  of  using  the  vehicle  to 
transport  his  goods  during  working  hours  and  his  family  at 
week-ends.” 

The  burden,  it  will  be  noted,  is  on  the  person  who  does 
the  conversion  (1)  in  the  course  of,  or  for  the  purposes  of, 
his  business,  (2)  for  reward,  or  (3)  to  make  the  vehicle  suitable 
for  both  business  and  pleasure  purposes. 

A  reasonable  inference  from  this  reply  is,  therefore,  that 
if  a  person  converts  his  own  or  another’s  van  without  reward, 
and  not  in  the  course  of  his  own  business,  and  the  vehicle 
is  not  used  in  any  way  for  business 
purposei,  he  is  not  liable  for  purchase 
tax.  If  that  is  so,  it  is  a  curious 
position.

Maintaining  attractiveness 

S  your  showroom  floor  still  attrac¬ 
tive  and  clean,  standing  up  to  oil 
and  petrol  and  long  standing  of  a 
heavy  car,  or  is  it  looking  like  the 
1934  model  you  saw  parked  around  the 
corner? 

Now  that  building  is  not  so  restricted 
and  certain  improvements  to  premises 
may  be  carried  out  without  applying 
for  a  licence,  readers  may  like  to  know 
of  suitable  floorings  for  brightening 
up  showroom  floors  with  materials 
capable  of  withstanding  all  the  treat¬ 
ments  expected  in  the  motor  industry. 

Plastics  have  made  unbelieveable 
strides  since  the  war  in  every  industry, 
from  clothes  to  furniture  and  roofing 
to  floors.  But  great  care  must  be  taken 
in  choosing  the  right  plastic.  The 
various  makes  are  numerous  and  they 
all  have  their  own  particular  uses.  To 
choose  the  wrong  plastic  is  fatal  and 
costly. 


Suitable  plastics  for  our  particular 
purpose  are  the  Polyvinyl  Chloride 
group,  better  known  as  P.V.C.  But 
again  not  all  in  this  class  are  ideal  for 
our  need  of  finding  a  good  hardwear- 
ing  material  that  will  stand  up  to  the 
requirements  called  for  in  a  car  show¬ 
room. 

Some  P.V.C.  materials  contain 
certain  fillers  that  cannot  counteract

oil.  I  know  a  tray  can  be  placed 
underneath,  but  if  this  can  be  avoided 
the  better  the  appearance  of  the 
showroom.  There  is  also  the  chance 
that  someone  may  remove  the  tray  or 
omit  to  place  it  in  the  correct  position. 

However,  suitable  P.V.C.  plastics  can 
either  be  laid  in  sheet  or  tile  form 
direct  to  wood  or  concrete  sub  floors. 

They  are  available 
in  many  attractive 
colours  and  by 
having  tiles  laid, 
neat  and  pleasant 
patterns  can  be 
devised. 

A  very  fine  ex¬ 
ample  can  be  seen 
in  the  photograph 
illustrating  the  Ace 
Service  Station  on 
the  North  Circular 
Road.  This  floor  is 
laid  in  red  and 
black  cream  mot¬ 
tled  P.V.C.  tiles.

The  cost  of  laying  a  floor  of  this 
material  varies  according  to  colour 
and  area  to  be  covered.  In  sheet  form 
it  is  cheaper  than  tiles.  The  reason 
is  obvious,  the  time  spent  in  laying 
tiles  is  longer  and  attractive  patterns 
sometimes  become  very  complicated, 
A  fair  cost  guide  for  sheet  material  is 
30s.  a  square  yard  laid  and  45s.  to  55s. 
a  square  yard  in  tiles. 

Take  advice  on  polish 

Nearly  all  the  manufacturers  of 
plastic  flooring  materials  either  pro¬ 
duce  or  recommend  a  polish  that 
should  be  used  on  their  flooring,  and 
it  is  good  practice  to  take  their  advice. 

Compressed  cork  tiles  can  also  pro¬ 
duce  a  pleasant  and  durable  floor  if 
treated  with  a  special  floor  seal  that 
will  render  them  proof  against  grease. 
Attractive  designs  can  be  obtained  by 
using  two  or  three  shades  of  the  brown 
in  which  these  tiles  are  made. 
Unfortunately  they  are  not  manufac¬ 
tured  in  colours.  The  approximate 
cost  of  this  floor  is  between  40s.  to  50s. 
per  square  yard  laid. 

Jointless  floors  are  those  laid 
in  situ,  that  is,  trowelled  over  the 
whole  surface  of  the  sub  floor.  It  is 
advisable,  though,  to  insert  expansion 
strips  when  laying  over  a  large  area 
like  a  showroom  so  as  to  reduce  the 
risk  of  cracking  due  to  contraction  on 
setting. 

For  heavy  traffic 

First,  Magnesium  Oxy -Chloride 
flooring,  more  commonly  called  Mag¬ 
nesite.  This  is  a  mixture  of  magnesium 
oxide  and  magnesium  chloride 
together  with  fillers  consisting  of  wood 
flour,  asbestos  and  sometimes  silica; 
the  addition  of  silica  is  a  good  point 
where  heavy  traffic  is  likely,  as  this 
will  improve  the  wearing  properties. 
Colouring  pigments  are  also  added 
and  both  plain  colours  and  mottled 
effects  are  possible  which  Increase  the

This  type  of  material  is  ideal  where 
the  old  stone  or  concrete  floor  is  un¬ 
even,  or  where  a  wood  floor  is  badly 
worn.  It  can  be  trowelled  over  with¬ 
out  any  cost  of  preparation  other  than 
just  cleaning  off  the  old  floor  first.  The 
finished  thickness  varies  from  iin. 
to  |in.  ^ 

Laying  on  timber 

When  laying  direct  to  a  timber  floor 
it  is  necessary  to  cover  the  boards 
with  paper  and  then  to  fix  expanded 
metal  or  wire  netting.  Then  the  mag¬ 
nesite  is  laid  in  the  normal  manner. 
The  reason  for  this  is  to  reduce  the 
movement  which  is  likely  to  take  place 
in  the  wood  flooring  and  make  the 
magnesite  floor  crack.  As  there  is  a 
Ckxle  of  Practice  laid  down,  also  a 
Standard  Specification  governing  the 
laying  of  this  floor,  one  is  sure  of  a 
satisfactory  job  being  carried  out. 

Maintenance  of  the  floor  consists  of 
polishing  with  a  wax  polish  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  makers,  but  as  this 
tends  to  make  the  floor  slippery  care 
should  be  taken  not  to  polish  too  often. 
Strong  soaps,  etc.,  should  be  avoided 
when  washing.  Qil  will  help  to  pre¬ 
serve  this  type  of  material  so  an 
occasional  application  of  linseed  oil 
is  an  advantage.  Clean  oil  from  the 
cars  will  not  harm  it,  but  dirty  oil  will 
tend  to  show  stains.  It  is  a  cheap  floor 
and  the  cost  can  be  as  low  as  18s.  a 
square  yard  laid  over  a  large  area. 

Terrazzo  should  be  divided 

Terrazzo  is  another  jointless  cover¬ 
ing  ideal  for  showrooms.  This  is  made 
up  of  fine  marble  chippings  and  Port¬ 
land  cement,  either  white  or  coloured, 
and  a  large  variety  of  colours  can  be 
obtained  as  several  colours  of  marble 
chippings  can  be  incorporated.  The 
floor  is  laid  about  iin.  thick  on  a 
cement  screed  previously  prepared. 

It  is  advisable  to  have  terrazzo 
divided  up  into  squares  about  3ft.  x 
3ft,  because  of  the  danger  of  cracking. 
A  number  of  metal,  plastic  or  ebonite 
strips  can  be  used  for  this  purpose 
and  their  addition  can  help  to  make

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the  floor  attractive.  When  set  the 
floor  is  then  polished  with  an  electric 
polishing  machine;  it  can  be  washed 
over  with  plenty  of  water  without  any 
risk  of  damaging  it.  This  is  a  very 
good  point  in  favour  of  terrazzo. 

Precast  terrazzo  tiles  can  also  be 
used  and  a  great  advantage  of  any  tile 
floor  is  that  if  any  part  of  the  floor 
gets  badly  worn  a  few  tiles  can  easily 
be  replaced  without  incurring  a  lot 
of  cost  or  inconvenience.  The  cost  of 
terrazzo  would  be  approximately  50s. 
a  square  yard  when  laid  in  situ  and 
approximately  60s.  a  square  yard  laid 
in  precast  tiles. 

Tendency  to  stain 

By  treating  these  floors  with  Watco 
Terrazzo  Dressing,  which  is  an  anti¬ 
stain  medium,  the  wearing  quality  of 
the  floor  is  greatly  increased,  A  ter¬ 
razzo  floor  is  very  smart  and  attractive 
but  it  has  a  tendency  to  stain  and 
requires  a  lot  of  scrubbing  unless  some 
form  of  dressing  is  applied.

of  drip-trays  will  be  essential  on  this 
type  of  covering.

Firstly,  the  service  bay  and  car  wash 
could  not  occupy  any  floor  space  which 
might  be  utilised  for  the  garaging  of 
cars,  as  the  primary  use  of  the  new 
premises  for  which  a  licence  was  gran¬ 
ted  was  for  garaging  and  servicing  a 
large  fleet  of  Morris  self-drive  hire 
cars  for  overseas  visitors. 

Secondly,  the  service  bay  had  to  pro¬ 
vide  good  working  conditions,  have 
natural  light  down  to  floor  level,  be 
easy  to  keep  clean  and  have  ancillary 
equipment,  such  as  plug  cleaners,  vul- 
canlsers,  battery  chargers  and  car¬ 
washing  plant  easily  to  hand  and 
without  taking  up  additional  space  or 
Involving  the  moving  of  equipment  to 
the  Job.

Thirdly,  the  maximum  size  had  to  be 
45  ft.  X  40  ft.,  with  an  easily  accessible 
entrance,  the  interior  to  be  a  “shop 
window”  for  the  equipment  to  be  seen 
readily  by  passing  motorists. 

The  floor  space  problem  was  over¬ 
come  by  leaving  one  side  of  the  build¬ 
ing  open  up  to  6ft.  6in.,  except  for  the 
main  stanchions,  and  constructing  a 
glass-roofed  lean-to  against  the  side  to 
fulfil  the  twin  purpose  of  accommoda¬ 
ting  all  the  equipment  and  giving  light 
to  floor  level. 

Battery  scheme  rejected 

For  maximum  cleanliness,  the  side 
and  back  of  the  bay  have  been  tiled  in 
cream  and  a  terrazzo  floor  in  black 
and  red  has  been  put  down  to  box  in 
the  flush-fitting  hoist.  The  entire  side 
bay  has  been  filled  to  the  gable  with 
metal  windows,  and  special  “Shellubri- 
cation”  glass  panels  are  Incorporated 
in  the  windows  directly  over  the  equip¬ 
ment. 

The  lubrication  battery  idea  was  re¬ 
jected  on  account  of  its  bilk,  it  being 
considered  that  its  main  use  would  be 
to  house  oil  drums  which  could  easily 
be  located  outside  the  building.  Two 
Minor  and  one  Major  Tecalemit  Bat-

teritowers  have  been  installed,  which 
deliver  four  grades  of  engine  oil,  three 
transmission  oils,  penetrating  oil,  air 
and  water  direct  to  the  Tecalemit 
hoist.  The  whole  occupies  a  space  of 
11  ft.  X  2  ft.  in  the  alcove,  the  supply 
tanks  having  been  placed  outside  the 
building  to  supply  oil  under  pressure 
to  the  reeling  hoses. 

A  high-pressure  drum  pump  is  in¬ 
stalled  behind  the  Batteritowers  and 
connected  to  twin  overhead  swing 
arms,  and  a  swivelling  arm  sump 
drainer  has  been  connected  to  an  out¬ 
side  supply  tank,  thus  ensuring  that 


none  of  the  hoses  touches  the  floor 
and  that  no  equipment  has  to  be 
moved  to  carry  out  maintenance. 

The  following  equipment  is  installed 
in  the  remainder  of  the  alcove: 
Hymatic  two-stage  compressor,  AC 
plug  doctor,  Crypton  rapid  charger, 
Stenor  vulcaniser,  Bowes  Seal-Fast 
repair  bench,  high-pressure  car 
washer,  foam  cleaner  on  reeling  hose, 
tyre  rack,  hoist  jacks  and  minor  lubri¬ 
cating  equipment.

All  these  are  accessible  from  front 
or  rear  by  a  passage-way  running  the 
length  of  the  alcove,  with  easy  access 
to  air,  water  and  electric  lines  con¬ 
cealed  behind  the  arches.

HEN  a  former  garage  proprietor 
appeared  for  his  public  examination 
In  bankruptcy  at  Birmingham 
recently,  he  alleged  that  on  several  oeea- 
sions  an  oil  company  lia<l  failed  to  deliver 
petrol  to  his  garage  and  as  a  result  lie  had 
lost  several  customers. 

The  company  failed  to  deliver  his  petrol 
on  Budget  Day  last  year,  he  said.  Custo¬ 
mers  who  went  to  the  garage  thought  that 
he  had  the  petrol  and  was  keeping  It  until 
the  following  day  in  order  to  obtain  a 
higher  price. 

The  man,  Leonard  Hodder,  of  46,  Porlock 
Cre.scent,  Northfleld,  Birmingham,  admitted 
a  deficiency  of  £581  16s.  3d.  He  said  that 
In  November,  1949,  he  began  trading  as  the 
Lodge  Garage,  227,  Bacchus  Road,  Wlnson 
Green,  Birmingham,  but  the  business  was 
hardly  ever  succes.sful.  The  profits  were 
not  sufficient  to  meet  drawings. 

In  November,  1951,  he  entered  Into  an 
agreement  with  the  Regent  Oil  Co.,  the 
petitioning  creditors,  relating  to  the  pur- 
cha.se  of  their  petrol  and  the  hiring  of  their 
pumps  whereby  he  received  from  them  ad¬ 
vances  of  capital. 

Mr.  Hodder  alleged,  however,  that  the 
company  had  failed  to  deliver  petrol  on  a 


number  of  occasions  and  as  a  result  he 
lost  customers  and  his  .sales  went  down 
by  800  gallons  a  week.  He  was  bound  to 
the  company  by  agreement  and  knew  that 
they  would  not  give  him  permi.ssion  to 
obtain  petrol  from  anyone  else.  He  said 
lie  considered  that  the  Regent  Oil  Co.,  had 
broken  their  agreement  hy  their  failure  to 
deliver  petrol  and  he  obtained  petrol  from 
another  source. 

Sued  by  oil  company 

On  September  17,  1952,  the  oil  company 
obtained  judgment  against  him  for  £611  6s. 
lOd.  for  petrol  supplied  and  the  balance  of 
moneys  advanced  under  the  agreements. 
This  was  followed  by  the  sale  of  his  stock 
and  effects. 

In  reply  to  the  Official  Receiver,  Mr.  R. 
Kynoch  Clark,  Mr.  Hodder  said  that  he 
thought  the  business  would  have  come  to 
an  end  even  If  there  had  been  no  trouble 
with  the  oil  company.  Not  all  his  difficul¬ 
ties  could  be  attributed  to  the  non-delivery 
of  petrol,  he  agreed,  but  it  had  been  the 
major  trouble. 

He  denied  a  suggestion  made  by  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  oil  company  that  non¬ 
delivery  of  petrol  was  due  to  failure  by 
him  to  pay  cash.

This  statement  wa.s  made  In  a  paper  read 
to  the  Institute  of  Petroleum  at  their  .sum¬ 
mer  meeting  at  Buxton  last  week  by  .\.  L. 
King.  F.S.S..  .M. Inst. Pet.,  of  Shell-Mex  and 
B.P..  Ltd.  The  paper  was  on  "The  Effect 
of  Taxation  on  Consumption  of  Petroleum 
Products  In  the  U.K.” 

“An  increase  of  only  some  6  per  cent. 
In  the  mileage  per  gallon  is  sufficient  to 
offset  an  Increase  in  the  price  of  3d.  per 
gallon,”  he  went  on,  and  revealed  substan¬ 
tial  lncrea.se  in  the  sales  of  premier-grade 
fuels  compared  with  pre-war.  These  were 
••considerably  higher  than  might  have  been 
expected,  considering  the  pre-war  figures.” 
The  accompanying  table  shows  the  com¬ 
parison. 

Mr.  King  also  made  this  point:  “The 
extraordinary  thing  is  that  the  cause  of 
such  a  favourable  cost-per-mlle  factor  is  the 
very  high  taxation  on  motor  spirit.  This 
may  seem  quite  farcical  to  the  motorist, 
who  now  pays  4s.  5d.  per  gallon  for  premier 
grades  instead  of  Is.  7d.  pre-war.  But  the 
fact  is  that.  Iiad  the  tax  been  9d.  per  gallon 
or  even  Is.  fid.  per  gallon,  the  cost-per-mlle 
factor  could  not,  in  most  cases,  have  been 


sliown  actually  to  be  in  favour  of  premier 
grades,  and  the  primary  reasons  for  the  pur- 
cha.se  of  the  better  products  would  have 
been  superior  performance.  smoother 
acceleration,  easier  starting  and  suchlike 
features. 

In  the  event,  with  the  tax  at  2s.  fid.  per 
gallon,  while  all  these  characteristics  are 
attractive  to  the  motorist,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  direct  improvement  in  mile.s  per 
gallon  from  premier  grades,  compared  witli 
second  grades,  has  proved  to  he  the  over¬ 
riding  factor  in  persuading  sucli  a  liigh  pro¬ 
portion  of  car  owners  and  commercial 
vehicle  operators  to  use  premier  grades  in 
preference  to  second  grades. 

••This  is  not  stated  in  justification  of  the 
higher  tax,  but  as  an  example  of  the  un¬ 
looked-for  effects  that  can  arise  from  exces¬ 
sive  taxation.” 

Mr.  King  produced  graphs  to  show  how 
tax  increa-ses  had  slowed  down  increa-ses  in 
the  rate  of  consumption,  and  compared  the 
situation  in  the  U.K.  with  that  in  countries 
overseas.  Instancing  where  either  the  whole 
or  a  large  proportion  of  fuel  and  vehicle 
taxes  are  devoted  to  road  work.

AdjuNtabh^  Radio  Aorial 

The  keen  car-owner  Is  often  in  a  dilemma  when  he 
wishes  to  fit  what  he  thinks  Is  a  necessary  extra 
to  his  vehicle  but  hesitates  to  do  so  because  he 
feels  that  the  appearance  of  the  car  might  be  spoilt. 
Radio  aerials  have  always  been  dlfflcult  to  blend  to  the 
lines  of  a  car  and  several  manufacturers  have  produced 
variations  on  the  aerial  theme  to  catch  the  custom  of 
this  type  of  owner. 

Latest  of  these  variations  is  the  Autex  aerial,  which 
is  made  by  Antlference,  Ltd.,  Bicester  Road,  Aylesbury, 
Bucks.  The  feature  which  distinguishes  it  from  other 
aerials  is  the  swivelling  split-ball  at  the  base  which 
provides  a  range  of  angle  adjustments  greater  than  180 
degrees.  Thus  the  owner  can  fix  his  aerial  to  suit  the 
contour  of  any  part  of  the  car  he  chooses. 

Since  the  body  of  the  aerial  is  also  rotatable  in  its 
one-hole  fixing  it  can  be  mounted  on  any  surface  of 
the  car,  horizontal  or  vertical. 

Another  feature  of  note  is  that  the  aerial  can  be 
fully  assembled  from  the  outside  and  can  be  made 
ready  to  connect  to  the  receiver  in  a  matter  of  minutes. 
All  exposed  parts  are  chromed  and  the  telescopic  rod 
sections  are  fitted  with  special  glands  which  eliminate 
rattle  and  provide  a  smooth  telescoping  action. 

The  aerial  is  2  ft.  long  when  closed  and  will  extend 
to  5  ft.  2  in.  There  are  two  versions:  the  TCA/6236  model  is  fitted  with  3  ft.  of  low-loss 
co-axial  cable  and  the  TCA  6260  is  fitted  with  5  ft.  Both  versions  are  .supplied  with  a 
standard  co-axial  plug.  List  price  of  the  aerial  is  £1  15s.  with  an  extra  2s.  6d.  added  foi 
the  longer  cable  model.

Vnv  Polish  ill  Tubi\s 


Many  motorists  carry  a  duster  in 
t.ieir  cars  for  keeping  the  vehicle 
clean  and  tidy.  Sometimes  it  is  found 
that  the  dust  soon  collects  again  because 
the  normal  type  of  duster  does  not  pick  up 
the  particles;  it  merely  disturbs  them.  To 
_vercome  this  difficulty  a  new  adhesive  du.s- 
ter  has  been  introduced. 

Dust  is  collected  by  the  fibres  of  the  cloth, 
which  are  impregnated  with  a  non-drying 
adhesive.  The  surface  of  the  duster  is  not 
tacky  to  feel,  but  the  fibres  collect  the 
dust  particles  and  completely  clear  the 
surface  dusted. 

There  are  32  cleaning  surfaces  to  the 
duster.  Each  side  is  used  until  it  is  black 
and  then  the  cloth  is  folded  to  present 
another  surface  and  so  on.

Anew  wax  car  polish  has  recently  been 
introduced  by  Renham  and  Romley, 
Ltd.,  10,  Canfield  Place,  London,  N.W.6, 
which  differs  from  other  types  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  in  that  it  is  sold  in  tubes  so  that  there 
is  no  waste  of  dried  polish  in  a  half-empty 
tin.

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How  about  3-D? 

HREE  -  dimensional  treatment 
has  an  interest  outside  the  films. 
It  can  be  applied  to  printed  illus¬ 
trations.  I  was  studying  some  pictures 
recently;  odd  looking  things  in  pink 
and  green.  When  viewed  through 
the  coloured  spectacles  the  perspective 
jumped  up  on  the  page,  and  one  of  the 
photographs,  which  was  of  a  machine 
tool,  made  me  speculate  about  certain 
possibilities.  You  could  have  an  in¬ 
struction  book  or  catalogue  illustrated 
in  3-D,  or  a  technical  journal  for  that 
matter.  And  would  there  be  anything 
in  it?  Just  as  a  stunt,  I  would  say 
quite  possibly,  if  only  while  the  novelty 
lasted.  For  practical  purposes  it 
would  help  to  show  what  machinery 
looks  Uke,  and  even  how  it  goes  to¬ 
gether,  and  so  be  worth  considering 
as  an  instructional  aid.  Whether  it 
would  prove  a  really  worthwhile  one 
is  another  matter.  After  all,  stereo¬ 
scopic  photography  was  commonplace 
when  I  was  a  boy.  But  the  appeal  did 
not  last  very  long,  and  the  same  might 
happen  with  the  later  development. 
For  the  best  presentation  of  technical 
illustrations,  I  believe  the  artist  is 
more  often  the  man  to  employ  than 
the  photographer. 

Dangerous  bend 

HE  petrol-site  resolution  passed 
at  the  M.A.A.  conference  re¬ 
minds  me  of  an  incident,  at 
another  trade  meeting,  which  occurred 
about  30  years  ago.  At  that  time 
many  of  this  paper’s  readers  were  still 
interested  in  motor  cycle  sales,  and  it 
fell  to  my  lot  to  attend  a  conference 
of  agents  mainly  concerned  with  that 
type  of  business.  Just  the  same  sort 
of  proposal  cropped  up;  was  supported 


by  several  speakers — and  then  the 
chairman  said  his  piece.  He  was  in 
fact  the  president  of  the  organisation, 
and  a  very  forthright  man,  rather  of 
the  rough  diamond  order,  who  had 
built  up  what  was  then  considered  a 
big  business  in  the  space  of  a  very  few 
years.  He  opened  up  with,  literally, 
a  tremendous  sniff,  which  showed 
those  in  the  know  that  he  was  out  of 
temper.  Then  he  let  fly,  ending  up 
with  the  very  obvious  truth  that  he 
could  never  have  got  where  he  had 
if  the  “closed  shop”  had  been  in  force 
when  he  started,  and  that  he  would 
never  be  a  party  to  depriving  any  man 
of  the  freedom  that  had  enabled  him 
to  build  his  own  business.  My  recol¬ 
lection  is  that  he  vowed  he  would 
resign  if  the  motion  was  carried.  That 
did  the  trick,  and  the  idea  was 
dropped. 

Ripe  for  nationalisation 

F  the  same  sort  of  thing  happens 
when  the  Torquay  decision  comes 
before  the  Council  of  the  M.A.A. 
I  shall  not  be  surprised.  If  the  “closed - 
shoppers”  succeed  in  taking  us  round 
this  bend,  we  may  end  up  in  the  ditch. 
Look  what  happened  to  the  road 
haulage  people.  They  got  their  licens¬ 
ing  system  and  all  that ;  the  brake  was 
clamped  down  on  competition— and 
the  next  thing  they  knew  was  that 
they  were  nationalised.  And  serve 
’em  darned  well  right,  too,  said  many 
members  of  the  public!

“Threat  To  Freedom” 

Sir. — In  reply  to  your  June  27  Terse  Talk, 
I  for  one  think  you  are  all  at  sea.  Who 
wants  to  restrict  entry  into  our  trade? 
There  are  large  numbers  of  existing  busi¬ 
nesses  for  sale  every  week,  and  the  keen 
young  man  would  be  much  better  advised 
to  purchase  one  of  these,  rather  than  fool 
away  his  hard-won  capital  in  establishing 
a  new  station  altogether. 

What  .sort  of  a  return  can  he  expect  if  in 
any  given  area  a  number  of  new  stations 
are  opened  up  to  share  possible  gallonage 
throughputs  with  older  stations?  Further¬ 
more,  what  sort  of  service  will  the  motorist 
get  if  each  station’s  total  gallonage  is  so 
reduced  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  give 
even  a  reasonable  semblance  of  the  service 
he  now  receives? 

In  my  own  opinion  many  of  these  new 
projects  only  wish  to  .skim  the  cream  off 
the  trade  during  peak  periods,  leaving 
others  to  provide  service  at  slack  times,  and 
this  idea  is  being  fostered  by  each  and  every 
one  of  the  large  distributing  groups,  who 
all  want  equal  representation  in  every  town 
and  village  throughout  the  country,  and 
who  are  totally  blind  to  the  heavy  added 
delivery  costs  of  odd  small  deliveries  to 
numerous  stations — costs  which,  after  all, 
have  to  be  borne  by  the  users,  our  custo¬ 
mers. 

The  average  man  of  limited  means  can  no 
longer  afford  to  run  a  small  car  to  take  his 
wife  and  family  to  the  seaside  due  to  the 
heavy  tax  on  fuel,  and  anything  that  can 
be  done  to  reduce  overheads  on  distribu¬ 
tion  of  fuels  must  mean  cheaper  fuel,  and 
Increased  motoring,  and  more  pleasure  for 
the  worker  in  this  old  country  of  ours. 

Incidentally,  it  is  noted  that  you  do  not 
condemn  manufacturers  who,  ever  since 
1939,  have  restricted  entry  for  our  younger 
progressive  men  as  agents  for  any  make  of 
car  or  vehicle.  All  requests  are  met  with 


[Oiir  hon.  Member  objects  to  manufac¬ 
turers  imposing  restrictions,  but  not  to  the 
trade  itself  doing  so.  There  seems  to  be  a 
goose  and  gander  concerned  in  that.  too. 
Speaking  in  general  terms,  surely  manufac¬ 
turers  have  the  right  to  decide  who  their 
agents  shall  be.  But  have  the  members  of 
any  trade  the  right  to  deny  the  freedom  of 
entry  to  others  that  they  themselves  en¬ 
joyed?  Put  another  way,  if  anyone  erects 
an  iron  curtain  hoiv  can  he  object  to  other 
people’s  iron  curtains? — The  Spe.\ker.] 


National  Motor  Museum 

Sir, — May  I  be  allowed  to  supplement  the 
letter  from  Mr.  Raymond  Way  (June  27 
issue)  by  saying  that  I  have  known  Mr. 
Nash,  as  a  collector  of  early  vehicles,  for 
several  years  and  that  I  examined  his 
unique  collection  only  a  week  or  so  ago. 

In  point  of  comprehensiveness,  size  and 
historic  value,  I  question  whether  it  has 
any  equal  in  this  country.  It  varies  from 
a  number  of  hobby-horses,  early  tricycles, 
“ordinaries,”  bicycles,  tandems,  multi¬ 
cycles  and  so  on,  to  motor  cycles,  early  cars 
and  accessories,  and  then  to  .some  of  the 
first  aeroplanes  which  helped  to  make  aero 
history. 

Mr.  Nash  has  devoted  several  years  of  his 
life  to  getting  together  this  wonderful  col¬ 
lection  which  provides  a  thrill  for  enthu.s- 
lasts,  and  it  would  be  a  tragedy  if,  for  the 
•sake  of  a  comparatively  moderate  sum  of 
money,  it  were  allowed  to  leave  this  country. 

Mr.  Nash  tells  me  that  he  is  willing  to 
dlspo.se  of  it  in  separate  sections,  namely 
cycles,  cars  and  aeroplanes,  but  he  is  deter¬ 
mined  that  in  no  circumstances  whatever 
shall  the  early  cars  be  used  on  the  road  for 
mere  pleasure.  He  wishes  his  treasures  to 
be  used  fo.:  education  and  not  for  recrea¬ 
tion.  and  is  far-sighted  enough  to  appre- 
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elate  that  their  chief  value  lies  in  their  re¬ 
maining  in  their  original  state,  sans  all 
modernisations,  for  the  benefit  of  future 
generations,  without  being  subjected  to  un¬ 
necessary  stresses  inseparable  from  usage. 

Mr.  Nash’s  health  is  not  of  the  best,  and 
unless  the  British  motor  industry  will  find 
the  necessary  means  to  take  over  and  pre¬ 
serve  this  collection,  it  will  be  lost  to  this 
country. 

I  may  say  that  Mr.  Nash  has  no  knowledge 
that  I  am  writing  this  letter,  which  I  do 
as  a  sense  of  duty.

Nuffield  Nursing  Home 

Sir, — The  following  letter  is  being  sent 
to  all  Nuffield  distributors  in  this  country 
and  overseas,  and  eventually  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  motor  Industry  in  England,  over 
the  signature  of  Mr.  H.  G.  Henly  :  — 

"When  Lord  Nuffield  retired,  every  section 
of  the  motoring  community  wanted  to  pay 
tribute  to  his  Lordship,  and  Mr.  Hanks, 
when  approached,  left  the  matter  in  abey¬ 
ance  not  knowing,  at  the  time,  what  form 
this  should  take. 

“Two  aspects  of  the  matter  were  clear, 
however — Lord  Nuffield  would  prefer  that 
any  such  tributes  would  not  take  the  form 
of  personal  presents,  but  should  be  of  defi¬ 
nite  benefit  to  others,  and  that  it  would 
obviou.sly  be  highly  desirable  to  focus  any 
contributions  which  might  be  forthcoming 
on  to  one  major  objective.

Operation  “Ryboy” 

The  codeword  ’’Ryboy”  is  being  used  by 
Trlco-Fol  berth.  Ltd.,  Great  West  Road. 
Brentford,  Middlesex,  as  a  condensation  of 
“Replace  Your  Blades  Once  a  Year,”  a  cam¬ 
paign  which  they  are  now  running  to  stimu¬ 
late  the  sales  of  their  windscreen  wiper 
blades. 

They  have  produced  an  attractive  display 
poster.  Identification  wall  charts,  give-away 
novelty  cards,  button  badges  for  forecourt 
salesmen  and  advertising  printing  blocks  for 
sellers  of  their  blades,  all  designed  to  en¬ 
courage  the  motorist  to  change  his  wiper 
blades  once  yearly. 

It  is  recommended  that  48  blades  and  24 
arms  (chromium  finish)  be  put  into  stock 
to  give  complete  coverage  of  British  cars 
and  trucks  from  1936  to  1953;  in  addition, 
Trlco  are  offering  seven  dozen  ase<orted  black 
blades  for  the  price  of  six  dozen  to  those 
who  place  an  order  by  August  31  next. 
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The  limit 

URELY  as  a  matter  of  principle, 
members  of  the  motor  industry 
will  regret  the  Transport  Minis¬ 
ter’s  refusal  to  raise  the  speed  limit 
on  heavy  goods-carriers  from  20  to  30 
m.p.h.  But  they  also  have  reasons 
for  deploring  the  decision  that  are 
both  practical  and  cogent.  Agents 
suffer  from  the  restriction  that  handi¬ 
caps  the  sale  of  larger  vehicles  in  the 
home  market. 

That,  moreover,  puts  a  brake  on  the 
manufacturers’  efforts  to  develop  their  over¬ 
seas  busine.ss  yet  further.  From  the  trade 
angle,  the  line  taken  by  Mr.  Lennox-Boyd 
cannot  be  regarded  as  anything  but  unfor¬ 
tunate. 

His  attitude  Is  ba.sed  on  the  fact,  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  own  statement,  that  operators 
and  their  employees  have  so  far  failed  to 
reach  an  agreement  on  the  Issue.  In  plainer 
language,  the  Minister  has  bowed  to  the 
opposition  of  trade  unions,  or  at  any  rate 
to  that  of  a  section  of  their  membership. 

It  should  be  possible  to  resolve  the  diffi¬ 
culty,  and  It  would  clearly  be  In  the  national 
Interest  to  do  so.  As  matters  stand,  the 
position  Is  that  both  the  personnel  and 
equipment  of  the  road  transport  Industry  Is 
under-employed.  They  are  simply  not  work¬ 
ing  to  full  capacity,  which  they  obviously 
should  be  doing  In  the  country's  present 
circumstances.  Britain  cannot  afford  time- 
wasting,  nor  Idle  hands  or  wheels.  The 
latter  must  be  kept  turning.  If  we  are  to 
make  the  economic  grade. 

Case  for  the  crews 

Let  It  be  admitted  at  once  that  there  Is 
a  great  deal  of  substance  In  the  objections 
to  raising  the  limit  The  crews  fear  the 
Imposition  of  more  strenuous  working 
schedules,  and  certainly  not  without  reason. 
In  the  past  some  employers  made  unreason¬ 
able  demands,  and  the  men  are  not  to  be 
blamed  for  remembering  experiences  that 
were  unduly  trying. 

But  an  opportunity  exists  for  re-adjust¬ 
ment,  as  Indeed  It  always  does.  Surely  the 
masters  could  thrash  out  the  matter  with 
the  crews,  through  their  respective  organ¬ 


isations?  Surely  again  the  Transport 
Ministry  has  already  In  existence  machinery 
that  could  be  used  to  safeguard  the  workers’ 
Interests  effectively? 

If  the  answers  to  those  questions  are 
negative,  and  the  deadlock  persists.  It  will 
Indicate  that  all  cannot  be  well  with  our 
Ideas  of  democracy. 

Stoppers 

Braking  systems  on  heavy  vehicles  have 
reached  the  stage  when  they  require  further 
attention  from  the  motor  Industry,  at  all 
levels.  That  has  been  made  evident  by  one 
or  two  .sensational  accidents  that  have 
occurred  during  the  present  year.  In  one 
of  those  an  alleged  failure  of  the  “stoppers” 
caused  a  lorry  to  over-run  a  pedestrian-cros¬ 
sing,  with  fatal  results  to  those  using  It; 
In  another  a  tanker  got  out  of  control  dur¬ 
ing  the  descent  of  a  hill,  and  ran  amok  In 
the  main  street  of  the  village  below.  The 
driver  was  killed,  and  material  disaster  was 
widespread. 

Accidents  of  this  type  need  not  happen, 
and  should  not.  That  they  do  occasionally 
occur  causes  uneasiness  among  members  of 
the  public,  and  that  could,  of  course,  lead 
to  further  legislation  of  an  undesirably 
restrictive  kind.  If  only  to  avert  that 
threat.  It  Is  clearly  incumbent  upon  the 
trade  to  Improve  the  safety  characteristics 
of  the  larger  types  of  hauler. 

Designers  should  be  fully  conscious  of  this 
fact,  and  may  be  presumed  to  be  planning 
accordingly.  At  their  disposal  now  Is  far 
more  knowledge  about  braking  equipment 
than  was  available  only  a  few  years  ago. 
Some  of  this  derives  from  the  researches  of 
car  makers,  carried  out  primarily  In  con¬ 
nection  with  racing  and  other  forms  of  com¬ 
petition,  but  the  lessons  learned  on  the 
tracks  and  rally  circuits  are  al.so  applicable 
In  the  c.v.  .sphere. 

We  are  concerned,  however,  with  the  pres¬ 
ent  as  well  as  the  future,  and  perhaps  even 
more  so.  At  the  moment  it  Is  the  vehicles 
now  In  service  that  must  obviously  be  the 
main  concern  of  garagists.  By  making  full 
use  of  their  facilities,  operators  can  be 
a.ssured  that  their  vehicles  are  always  run 
In  sa.fe  and  truly  roadworthy  condition. 
Of  all  forms  of  maintenance,  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  full  braking  efficiency  Is  arguably 
the  mast  important  of  all.  Customers  need 
to  be  reminded  continually  of  that  fact.

HE  investlxution  olllcer  of  the  British 
Motor  Trade  Association  who  was  last 
week  charged  with  defrauding  an  Eilon 
man  of  6s.  8d.  while  making  a  test  purchase 
of  a  tractor  tyre  for  the  association,  has 
been  found  guilty  and  lined  £15.  A  stated 
case  was  asked  for. 

Evidence  was  led  In  the  case,  after  which 
it  was  adjourned  until  Tuesday  of  this 
week.  A  full  report  of  the  preliminary  pro¬ 
ceedings  appeared  in  ‘‘The  G.  and  M.A.”  of 
June  27. 

Sheriff  Hamilton,  in  giving  his  decision, 
said  to  the  officer,  William  Henry  Fuller, 
a  former  sergeant  In  Edinburgh  City  PoliCe, 
‘‘I  take  a  serious  view  of  your  conduct.” 

The  man  defrauded  was  Nell  Ross, 
Nor’-East  Tractor  Works,  25,  Bridge  Street, 
Ellon. 

Sheriff  Hamilton  said  that  he  was  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  evidence  given  by  the  Crown 
witnesses  was  truthful. 

So  far  as  Fuller’s  evidence  was  in  conflict, 
it  was  untruthful,  and  he  rejected  It. 

NO  QCESTION  OF  GAIN 

“You  came  Into  this  Court  admitting  that 
you  told  a  falsehood  when  you  told  these 
people  that  a  friend  of  yours,  a  farmer 
named  Gordon  from  Aberdeen,  had  sent  you 
to  get  the  tyre.  It  was  a  deliberate  and 
substantial  falsehood,  and  was  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  all  that  followed. 

“You  acted  in  breach  of  definite  and 
proper  instructions  given  to  you  by  tlie 
association  upon  the  matter  of  your  in¬ 
quiries. 

“Hid  you  adhered  to  these  instructions 
this  case  and  the  case  against  Ross  in 
Edinburgh  never  would  have  arisen. 

“Apart  from  instructions  altogether,  a 
man  with  your  particular  knowledge  and 
training  knew  well  what  you  were  doing. 

“I  find  you  guilty,  the  representations  you 
made,  in  my  view,  being  fraudulent.” 


Mr.  H.  Ogston,  advocate,  for  Puller,  said 
that  Fuller  made  nothing  out  of  the  trans¬ 
action.  There  was  no  question  of  personal 
gain. 

“Perhaps  he  was  too  zealous  in  hLs 
duties.” 

The  case  arose  over  a  visit  by  Fuller  who. 
with  £20  in  his  pocket,  drove  from  Edin¬ 
burgh  to  make  a  test  purchase  of  a  tyre 
from  the  firm  at  Ellon. 

He  made  the  trip  on  behalf  of  the  British 
Motor  Trade  Association  following  a  com¬ 
plaint  from  the  Aberdeen  and  District 
branch  of  the  Motor  Agents’  Association, 
regarding  an  alleged  breach  of  the  associa¬ 
tion’s  rules  by  the  firm  of  Neil  Ross,  of 
Ellon  and  Elgin,  in  an  advertisement  which 
appeared  in  “The  Pre.ss  and  Journal”  on 
November  11.  1952. 

The  charge  against  Fuller  was  that  on 
December  1,  1952,  in  pursuance  of  a  pur¬ 
pose,  he  fraudulently  secured  evidence  of 
the  sale  of  a  motor  tractor  tyre  at  a  price 
below  the  price  fixed  by  the  B.M.T.A.,  with 
a  view  to  presenting  such  evidence  to  the 
association  for  prosecution  and  conviction 
of  the  seller. 

It  further  stated  that  he  induced  George 
Nell  Ross,  sole  proprietor  of  the  Ellon  firm, 
to  pay  6s.  8d.  of  his  own  money  to  his 
own  Arm,  and  that  he  defrauded  Ross  of 
the  6s.  8d.,  causing  him  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  association’s  price  protection  com¬ 
mittee  whereby  he  was  fined  £25  by  the 
committee  for  selling  a  tyre  at  a  price  under 
the  regulation  price.  —  Aberdeen  “Evening 
Express”  report.

“ESCAPING  PURCHASE  TAX”  NEW  lO-POINT  TUNE-UP

CSoncern  was  expressed  at  the  annual  con¬ 
ference  of  the  Association  of  Vehicle 
Builders  at  Cromer  last  week-end  over  a 
growing  practice  of  people  obtaining  trade 
vans  and  then  privately  having  windows 
cut  in  the  sides  of  them  to  convert  them 
into  cars,  thus  escaping  purchase  tax. 

Tlie  conference  was  told,  however,  that 
these  conversions  could  he  carried  out  hy 
a  vehicle  owner  or  a  non-cruftsman  without 
being  liabie  for  purciiase  tax.  It  was  only 
when  tlie  owner  resold  the  vehicle  that  he, 
not  the  purchaser,  hecaine  liable  for  tax. 

The  matter  was  left  to  the  general  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  association  to  take  up  with 
the  Customs  authority  for  determination.

LINER  PRICES  REVISED

JUDGE  SAYS  AFTER  HEARING  CAR  DEAL  DISPUTE

This  comment  was  made  by  Judge  F.  Kings- 
ley  Griffith  during  the  hearing  of  an  action 
for  damages  at  Bridlington  County  Court 
recently. 

The  action  had  been  brought  by  Thomas 
Allan  Roberts,  described  as  a  car  dealer  and 
painter,  of  Willow  Terrace,  Bridlington,  who 
claimed  £80  in  respect  of  a  1936  car  from 
Brian  Victor  Wilson  Colley,  a  used-car 
dealer,  of  Market  Place,  Old  Town. 

After  hearing  the  evidence,  the  judge 
gave  judgment  for  Colley  with  costs. 

The  plaintiff  told  the  court  that  in  June 
last  year  he  started  in  business  on  his  own 
account  as  a  u.sed-car  dealer.  In  September 
he  met  Colley  at  Beaconsfleld  Garage  and 
spoke  to  him  about  the  disposal  of  a  1936 
14  h.p.  car. 

He  asked  Colley  for  £75  on  a  .sale-or- 
return  basis  for  the  car,  plus  £5  com¬ 
mission.  Colley  offered  £55  which  he  refused, 
but  eventually  he  accepted  a  sale-or-return 
arrangement.  Roberts  declared  he  had 
never  been  paid  the  £80,  although  the  car 
had  been  disposed  of  by  Colley. 

SAW  HANK  MANAGER 

Up  to  March  this  year  Roberts  went  to 
Colley’s  premises  in  Old  Town  on  several 
occasions,  but  had  never  been  able  to  .see 
him.  Later,  Roberts  saw  the  manager  of 
Lloyds  Bank  in  Bridlington,  who  saw 
Colley. 

Soon  after  this,  Colley  visited  Roberts  at 
his  home  and  said:  “If  you  go  through  with 
this,  you  will  get  a  shilling  a  week.”  He 
threw  a  shilling  on  the  table  and  added: 
“This  is  your  first  payment.  Think  yourself 
lucky.” 

When  cross-examined  by  Mr.  C.  Huddle¬ 
ston,  who  appeared  for  Colley,  Roberts 
denied  that  the  sale-or-return  arrangement 
was  a  complete  fabrication  or  that  the  car 
was  sold  outright  for  £55.  He  also  denied 
saying  that  he  was  having  billheads  printed 
and  he  would  .send  the  receipt  on. 

>Ir.  liudrtleston:  “l>ld  you  not  say  to 


Colley  ‘I  know  I  have  been  paid’  and  you 
know  I  have  been  paid,  but  no  one  else 
does  because  you  haven’t  a  receipt’? — 1  did 
not  say  anything  of  the  kind.” 

Det.-Sergt.  Nolan  said  Colley  told  him  that 
he  had  the  receipt  but  could  not  find  it. 

In  his  evidence,  Colley  said  the  engine  of 
the  car  was  worn  out,  but  Roberts  had  said 
it  would  help  him  if  witness  bought  it. 
'There  had  never  been  any  reference  about 
sale-or-return.  He  had  paid  Roberts  £55 
in  ca.sh,  and  no  one  was  present  at  the  time. 

Later  the  car  was  sold  for  £145,  after 
being  fitted  with  a  reconditioned  engine  and 
repairs  made  to  the  body.  Colley  admitted 
that  prior  to  November  he  had  kept  no 
books  and  no  records  of  his  tran.sactlons. 

“WII.FIL  AND  CORRIPT” 

.fudge  Kingsley  Griffith:  “The  more  I  see 
of  the  motor  trade,  the  more  I  am  aston¬ 
ished  at  Its  extraordinary  business  methods. 
If  no  books  were  kept  the  Inland  Revenue 
I  would  never  know  what  profits  this  man 
iiad  made.  It  was  wilful  and  corrupt  on 
one  side  or  the  other.” 

(The  judge’s  comments  on  the  motor 
I  trade  in  this  case  are  typical  of  .so  many 
which  appear  in  print  and  which,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  so  often  go  unanswered.  The  report 
was  .sent  to  us  by  a  reader  who  was  naturally 
concerned  at  the  slur  on  the  trade’s 
methods.  We  have  .suggested  that  he  sends 
a  copy  to  the  Press  Officer  of  the  Motor 
Agents’  A.s.sociation  who,  as  we  have 
previously  stated,  is  anxious  to  be  told 
about  the  publication  of  all  .such  comments 
•so  that  he  can  reply  to  them. — Ed.)

•‘Nl.MKKOlS  SMALL  ADVKRTISEMEM'S” 

Concern  is  expressed  In  the  annual  report 
of  the  Council  for  the  Preservation  of  Rural 
England,  that  while  there  has  been  an  im¬ 
provement  in  the  general  appearance  of 
filling  stations  since  their  “adoption”  by 
the  main  petroleum  companies,  the  return 
of  branded  petrol  has  resulted  in  an  Inten- 
sitieation  of  competitive  advertising. 

The  report  states  that  at  many  filling 
stations  from  which  the  oil  companies  liad 
secured  removal  of  the  old  advertising 
sighs,  their  place  had  been  taken  by 
numerous,  small,  free-standing  metal 
advertisements. 

The  council  emphasised  that  petrol  filling 
stations  enjoy  no  immunity  from  the 
advertisement  regulations  applicable  to 
public  premises  of  other  kinds,  and  suggest 
that  in  bad  cases  local  authorities  should 
use  their  existing  powers.

PETROL  PUMP  INSPECTION 

REPORT  ON  BIRMINGHAM  STATIONS 

interests  of  both  the  petrol  buyer  and 
seller  are  referred  to  In  the  annual  report 
of  the  Birmingham  Weights  and  Measures 
Department,  which  comments: 

“The  verification  and  Inspection  of  mea¬ 
suring  Instruments  used  both  for  petrol  and 
oil  Is  now  one  of  the  most  Important  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  department’s  work.  Strict 
accuracy  to  prevent  sliort  measure  for  the 
buyer,  or  overmeasure  for  the  seller,  is  m<)st 
imiMirtant  now  that  iietrol  is  so  expensive. 

“The  electrically-operated  type  of  flow¬ 
meter  now  generally  In  use  is  a  rapid 
method  of  delivering  petrol,  and  is  also  a 
reliable  Instrument  which  stands  up  satis¬ 
factorily  to  dally  wear  and  tear.” 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  March 
31  last.  627  petrol  stations  were  visited 
and  1,325  petrol  pumps  inspected  by  the 
city’s  Inspectors:  out  of  the  latter  145  were 
found  Incorrect. 

One  caution  was  given  for  an  Infringe¬ 
ment  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act 
respecting  petrol.  As  Birmingham  Is  a  large 
centre  for  making  measuring  appliances, 
many  such  were  examined,  and  312  petrol 
pumps  were  verified  In  the  year.

W.  GERMAN  OUTPUT  UP 

WELL  AHEAD  OF  SALES 

Stocks  of  unsold  cars  In  Western  Gerniuny 
liave  Increased  rapidly  so  far  this  year 
because  sales  have  not  kept  pace  with  the 
increase  In  production,  according  to  motor 
Industry  spokesmen  In  Frankfurt. 

January  production  of  34,000  vehicles  ex¬ 
ceeded  factory  sales  by  about  5,000  units. 
The  Industry  cut  its  production  in  the 
following  month  to  31,000  units,  but  this 
was  still  600  ahead  of  .sales. 

In  March,  however,  sales  totalled  38,000 
units — or  2,500  more  than  were  produced 
during  the  month.  As  a  result,  factory 
stocks  of  cars,  which  totalled  about  10,000 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  lncrea.sed  by 
another  3,000  during  the  first  three  months. 

March  .sales  were  strongly  Influenced,  the 
trade  believes,  by  the  International  Motor 
Show  held  in  Frankfurt  during  that  month. 
Sales  figures  for  April,  when  production 
totalled  37,700  units,  have  not  yet  been 
compiled. 

Although  manufacturers  feel  that  they  are 
now  suffering  from  the  effects  of  a  buyers’ 
market,  they  know  that  the  West  German 
market  can  absorb  many  more  cars  in  the 
years  to  come. 

Exports  are  still  a  bright  feature  of  the 
industry  and  accounted  for  14,100  units  in 
March,  or  36.8  per  cent,  of  total  output. 
There  Is  some  feeling,  however,  that  exports 
rould  be  even  bigger  if  it  were  not  for  im¬ 
port  restrictions  imposed  by  certain  foreign 
countries.

“Bl’Y  WITHIN  FAMILY”  CAMPAIGN 

Evidence  that  the  retail  motor  trade  Is 
making  strenuous  efforts  to  keep  tyre  busi¬ 
ness  “within  the  family’’  Is  contained  In 
the  encouraging  fact  that  many  thousands 
of  reprints  of  our  June  6  Terse  Talk,  “Tyre 
Sales  Testing  Time,”  have  been  asked  for.

“Quite  an  encouraging  number  of  our 
members,  both  service  dealers  and  dealers, 
have  said  that  they  are  supporting  this 
section’s  recommendation  to  keep  the  busi¬ 
ness  within  the  trade  by  ordering.  In  the 
case  of  service  dealers,  all  their  ‘non-stock¬ 
ing  makes’  direct  from  our  fellow  distri¬ 
butor,  and  dealers  are  accepting  the  rebates 
offered  by  the  .same  firm  which  are  as  good 
as  any  terms  from  outside  the  trade.”

Cover-up  story? 

NE  sidelight  on  my  trials  and 
tribulations  in  search  of  a  radio¬ 
gram,  I  questioned  my  local 
dealer  about  the  data  he  received  from 
the  makers,  if  any.  I  wanted  to  know 
if  what  he  received  was  merely  a 
cover-up  story  to  hide  the  fact  that 
the  works  were  turning  out  a  below- 
standard  product,  or  if  it  was  the  true 
story,  frank  and  helpful. 

A  dealer  is  often  too  busy  to  read 
between  the  lines  and  he  is  too  remote 
from  the  factory  benches  to  realise  at 
a  glance  what  is  going  on.  Unknown 
to  him  the  factory  may  be  in  a  com¬ 
plete  flap,  possibly  caused  by  the  tool 
design  office  or  the  main  drawing 
office  which  decides  suddenly  to  use  up 


the  parts  of  last  year’s  sound  radio  on 
a  new  bastard  television  set. 

The  result,  when  the  product  finally 
reaches  the  man  who  pays  his  money 
and  takes  his  choice,  is  a  pyrotechnic 
display  and  a  smell  of  burning  rubber. 
The  motor  industry  has  indulged  in 
these  flaps  for  50  years  and  more. 

The  home  sales  manager  of  the  firm 
who  were  supplying  my  set  has  had 
his  leg  pulled  by  me  in  no  uncertain 
manner.  What  else  could  he  do  when 
he  works  in  a  Hall  of  Frenzy  where  it 
is  Grand  to  be  Really  Big?  In  his  case 
he  sits  amid  a  bevy  or  clutch  of  Nest¬ 
ing  Divisions.  One  of  these  divisions 
has  taken  two  months  to  answer  a 
query  of  mine  about  a  single  gramo¬ 
phone  record. 

Tartly,  I  have  altered  its  title  to  the 
Division  of  Silence.  Its  manager 
thought  he  could  blind  me  with  science 
by  stating  that  he  had  a  stock  of 
2,000,000  records;  but  I  only  wanted 
one.  I  replied  that  in  mass  production 
2,000,000  was  child’s  play  compared  to 
a  good  stock  control  system. 

Figures  and  value 

My  mind  was  adjusted  to  big  figures 
in  1936  by  an  inspector  scrapping 
250,000  parts.  A  militant  cost  account¬ 
ant  pranced  into  my  office  armed  with 
pike,  halberd  and  the  scrap  note  and 
he  was  all  ready  to  let  fly  when  I 
showed  him  one  of  the  parts  which 
was  to  be  scrapped.

Since  then  I  have  always  been  care¬ 
ful  about  figures.  After  all  a  big  figure 
may  mean  a  lot  to  a  woman  but  It 
means  very  little  to  you  or  me.
